Claim 1 (currently amended): A surface mountable electronic device, comprising: 

a body with a f i rst surface for mounting th e dev i c e ; 

recessed port i ons within tho fir s t surfoco havina a mounting surface, the 

mounting surface having a plurality of recesses at side edoes of the device : and 

a plurality of eJectrical oontacts-ta sa id fir s t s urf a c e , s aid ele ctr i cal contact s 
inc l ud i ng first portion s which form a t le ast a portion of at least on e I nnor surfac e of 
s a i d r e c es s e d port i on s , each of which extends from an interior portion of the 
mounting surface and terminates in one of said recesses, and each of which 
conforms to one of said recesses, wherein said recesses and electrical contacts are 
sized to provide offsets between said mounting surface and said electrical contacts .

Claim 3 (currently amended): The device of claim 1 , wherein at least a portion of said 
first portions with i n s a i d r e cooood portions are substantial l y para lle l to sa i d firs t each 
electrical contact conforms to at least a portion of a recess that is substantially 
parallel to said mounting surface. 

Claim 4 (currently amended): The device of daim 1 , wherein at least a portion of said 
first port i ons within said rec e ss e d portions ar e not parall el to said fi rotoach electrical 
contact conforms to at least a portion of a recess that is not par allel to said mounting 
surface. 
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Claim 5 (currently amended): The device of claim 4 t wherein a t le ast a port i on of so l d 
first port i ons with i n 6 ai d r e c e s se d said portions of the recesses that are not parallel to 
said mounting surface are orthogonal to said fifs tmountino surface. 

Claim 6 (currently amended): The device of claim 4, wherein at l east a port i on of sa i d 
firot portion s with i n oa l d r e ces se d said portions of the recesses that are not parallel to 
said mounting surface a r e d i agona l portions e xtond i no extend diagonally^away from 
said ftfs tmounting surface. 

Claim 7 (currently amended): The device of claim 1, wherein said firot portions with i n 
sa i d recossed port i ons compr i s e each recess comprises: 

a diagonal portion extending diagonally-away from said fifs tmountino surface; 

and 

a parallel portion extending substantially parallel to said flm tmountina surface 
and connoctod to tho ond o f . between the diagonal portion f urthoct away from th e 
first surfac ea nd an edge of the device .

Claim 13 (original): The device of claim 1, wherein said electrical contacts are heat 
sinks.

Claim 15 (original): The device of claim 1, wherein the device is selected from a 
group comprising an opto-electric device and a light-emitting device. 

Claim 16 (new): The device of claim 1 p wherein each recess comprises: 

an orthogonal portion extending orthogonally from said mounting surface; and 
a parallel portion extending substantially parallel to said mounting surface, 

between the orthogonal portion and an edge of the device. 
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Claim 17 (new): The device of claim 1, wherein each recess extends diagonally from 
said mounting surface to an edge of said device. 

Claim 1 8 (new): The device of claim 1 , wherein one or more of the recesses is 
bounded on three sides by said mounting surface. 

Claim 1 9 (new): The device of claim 1 , wherein one or more of the recesses extends 
the entire length of the side edge at which it is formed. 

Claim 20 (new): Apparatus, comprising: 

a printed circuit board having a plurality of pads thereon; 
a surface mountable electronic device, comprising: 

a body having a mounting surface, the mounting surface having a 
plurality of recesses at side edges of the device; and 

a plurality of electrical contacts, each of which extends from an interior 
portion of the mounting surface and terminates in one of said recesses, and 
each of which conforms to one of said recesses, wherein said recesses and 
electrical contacts are sized to provide offsets between said mounting surface 
and said electrical contacts; and 

conductive adhesive, electrically and mechanically coupling each electrical 
contact of the surface mountable electronic device to a corresponding pad on the 
printed circuit board, the conductive adhesive being substantially confined to said 
recesses. 

Claim 21 (new): The apparatus of claim 20, wherein a plurality of said surface 
mountable electronic devices are mounted in an array on the printed circuit board. 
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
